CONGRESSMEN HEAR OF IT 


J. M. Flannery, Head of Radium 
Concern, Tells of Philan- 
thropic Project. 


BUT DOES NOT GIVE NAME 


Mines Committee Amazed When 
Pittsburgh Man Discioses Proposed 
Charity—Dr. Kelly Cures Patient.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21. — Henry 
Phipps of Pittsburgh is understood to be 
contemplating the erection of twenty 
hospitals throughout the country for the 
treatment of cancer with radium, and to 
stand ready to furnish the $15,000,000 
which it is estimated the buildings, 
grounds and radium will cost. 

While Mr. Phipps’s name was not men- 
tioned, the statement that multi- 
millionaire friend of his had this philan- 
thropic object in mind was made to-day 
to the House Committee on Mines and 
Mining by Joseph M. Flannery, Presi- 
dent of the Standard Chemical Company 
of Pittsburgh, said to be the biggest 
producer of radium in the world. 

Mr. Phipps, it was said after Mr. 
Flannery’s appearance before the com- 
mittee, was greatly interested in the 
treatment of cancer with radium and 
was thinking seriously of siving 
$15,000,000 for the purpose indicated by 
Mr. Flannery Mr. Phipps 
dowed hospitals in several places 
the treatment of tuberculosis and 
spent much of his wealth in charitable 
and philanthropic enterprises. He has 
built a psychiatric clinic in connection 
with Johns Hopkins Hospital in Baiti- 
more. Mr. Phipps was a partner of 
Andrew Carnegie in the steel business 
and next to Mr. Carnegie has the largest 
interest in the Carnegie Steel Company. 
He now resides at 1,063 Fifth Avenue, 
New York, and has his office at 7S7 
Fifth Avenue. Mr. Phipps was 74 years 
old last September.

Congressmen Amazed. 


The statement of Mr. Flannery sur- 
prised the Congressmen and others pres- 
ent at the meeting of the Committee on 
Mines and Mining. He had appeared 
before thme committee to oppose Secre- 
tary Lane’s plan to withdraw radium 
producing public lands from public entry. 
His argument was that such move would 
bottlé up the available radium lands and 
thus private enterprise would be pre- 
vented from getting out the radium. 

Mr. Flannery’s disclosure came as a 
result of the suggestion from one of the} 
Congressmen that it was almost a hu-| 
mane necessity for the Government to} 
provide for the treatment of ae 


patients with radium.

** Fifteen millions, counting the build- 
ings and real estate necessary,” replied 
Mr. Flannery. 

‘“*Well,”’ said Representative Austin, 
we're from Missour! and we would 
like to have the money shown to us,” 

“Mr. Avstin,’’ Mr, Flannery answered, 
“this wouldn’t be the first time that 
gmoney had been snown to Missourians.” 

After the adjournment of the 
mittee, Mr. Flannery refused to give the 
mame of his philanthropic friend. 

“I can say nothing regarding this 
proposition,” he said. ‘There is no use 
of my making any statement about it} 
whatever. The gentleman concerned 
would not wish to have it done.” 

Mr. Fliannery’s statement that his} 
friend contemplated purchasing 10! 
grams of radium to equip the 20 hos- 
pitals interested the committee greatly, 

$12,000,000 for Radium Alone. 


Radium is now selling for $120,000 a 
gram, but cannot be obtained in any | 
guantity even at that price. Dr. How- | 
ard A. Kelly cf Baltimore in his recent | 
testimony before the House Mines Com- 
mittee said he was in the market for} 
more rajiium, but could not obtain it at} 
home or abroad, To obtain the neces- 
sary 100 grams of radium to supply the 
twenty institutions mentioned by Mr. 
Flannery woulda, at the current price of 
$120,000 a gram, involve an outlay of 
$12,000,000 for the radium alone. Thus} 
$3,000,000 of the $15,000,000 would be | 
available for a company having the | 
twenty radium institutions, or $120,000 
for each. 

According to the experts of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Mines the world’s present 
stock of radium is thirty grams. If 
the -project discussed by Mr. Flannery 
were reaiized, it would mean the equip- 
ment ot the projected hospitals with 
more than three times the quantity of 
redium now in use. 

Mr. Flannery was opposing the Fos- 
ter-Ferris bills providing for the with- 
drawal from public entry of public lands 
containing carnotite, pitchblende, and 
other radio-active ores. He said that 
the Standard Chemical Company had 
produced two grams of radium. His 
company began turning out radium in 
1913, and was now able to produce it at 
the rate of @ gram a month. The com- | 
pany had spent some time and consid- 
erable money before it was able to de- | 
vise a successful process for extracting 
radium from carnotite. The company's | 
supply of carnotite ore, he said, came 
from the Paradox Valley, Colorado. Ac-4 
cording to the witness, the company rep- | 
resented an investment of $650,000, and 
it had located 99 claims to radium-bear- | 
ing ore lands in Colorado, or a total of

SEES PANAMA CANAL |SMOKERS’ PALATES 


AS ANTI-EUROPEAN 


Mars Its Presiding Spirit, and 
Battle Its Slogan, Says Ger- 
man General Staff Report.

BERLIN, Jan. 21.—Although offi- 
cially published by the German Gen- 
eral Staff at the end of 1913, public 
attention has only just been drawn to 
some remarkable statements made by 
that supreme department of ° the 
Kaiser’s army regarding ‘‘the Pan- 
ama Canal as a military factor.” 

If the observations of the General 
Staff reflect the views of the German 
Government the latter undoubtedly 
suspects the United States of an in- 
tention of exploiting the canal for 
active anti-European purposes. 

After discussing the engineering 
aspects, past and present, of the 
canal, the article, which covers four- 
teen pages of the Staff’s quarterly 
publication, summarizes the “ imme- 
diate consequences” of the opening 
of the canal as follows: 

First—Aggravated attempts on the 
part of the United States in the di-

rection of supremacy on the Amer- | 


ican continent, at least as far as the 
Canal Zone, and perhaps to the 
Equator. 

Second—A sharp competitive strug- 
gle against foreign, especially Euro- 
pean, commerce throughout Latin- 
America. 

Third—A grave struggle between 
Japan and America for mastery in the 
Pacific. 

Fourth—An increased endeavor to 
exclude the yellow race from Amer- 
ican territory. 

Fifth—The development of an Amer- 
ican merchant marine, 

Sixth—The gradual introduction of a 
vigorous, imperialistic policy on the 
part of the United States, accom- 
panied by a strengthened army and 
navy.

GOING SOON, SAYS CULLOM. 


But Had Hoped He Would Live to 
See a Memorial to Lincoln.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—‘I know 
that I am soon going away. I had 
hoped to live to see a memorial to 
Abraham Lincoln erected; and now that 
I am going, I want the people to know 
that it is with the assurance that the 
contract will be signed and the mem- 
orial built.”’ 

This was the statement that came to- 
night from what probably will prove 
the death bed of ex-Senator Shelby M. 
Cullom of Iilinois. Mr. Cullom is very 
weak and his physicians hold out no 
hope. He js 84 years old, but his mind 
is exceedingly clear at times. It was 
during a waking spell to-day that he 
asked his secretary to give out the 
statement of his assurance that the 
great Lincoln memorial, which had 
been the chief object of the later years 
of his life, was about to become an ac- 
complished fact. 

There has been some trouble about 
the memorial and the fight waged 
against the selection of marble for the 
structure, had much to do with weaken- 
ing Mr. Cullom. By special act of Con- 
gress he became resident Director of the 
Memorial Commission when he retired 
from the Senate nearly a year ago.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—Secretary 
Daniels to-day revoked the order as- 
signing Rear Admiral Thomas B. How- 
ard to command the Asiatic fleet. Ad- 
miral Howard was Chairman of the 
Carabao Dinner Committee, and with 
other officers was reprimanded by or- 
der of the President because the Ad- 
ministration’s Philippine policy was 
held up to ridicule at that affair. Ad- 
miral Howard had been assigned to the 
Asiatic fleet before the Carabao inci- 
dent, but Secretary Daniels concluded 
the Admiral might not be persona grata 
to the Filipinos, in view of the ‘“* Damn, 
Damn, Damn"’ song, which was a feat- 

re of the dinner. 

The Secretary asked the President 
what he thought about the advisability 
of sending this officer to the Philip- 
pines, and Mr. Wilson, it was said, saw 
the incongruity of it at once. Therefore 
an order assigning Admiral Howard to 
command the Pacific instead of the 
Asiatic fleet was issued. An order re- 
lieving Rear Admiral Walter C. Cowles 
from command of the Pacific fleet and 
assigning him to command the Asiatic 
fleet also was issued. 

The change is agreeble to both of- 
ficers, and Admiral Howard is delighted 
over it. It relieves him from the possi- 
bility of any painful experience. At the 
same time the Administration thinks 
that the fact that the change was made 
for the reason given will make Presi- 
dent Wilson popular in the Philippines.

That there would be no attempt to 
rush the trust regulation measures un- 
duly was positively asserted on all 
sides. The President has assured Sen- 
ator Newlands, Chairman of the Inter- 
} State Commerce Committee; tepre- 
| sentative Clayton, Chairman of the Ju- 
diciary Committee, and Representative 
Adamson, Chairman of the Interstate 
and Forelgn Commerce Committee, that 
he was in full accord with the purpose 
| to hold hearings that all who had ideas 
on the important subject in hand might 
be heard. 

Chairman Clayton of thie 
Committee contemplated originally that 
his committee should consider and re-

The two measures passed by the 
American Legislature, the Tariff and 
Currency acts, were in Sir Felix’s opin- 
fon perhaps the most important events 
that had taken place in the commer- 
cial world in 1913 and must have far- 
reaching consequences. They had to 
recognize this clearly, for both would 
make the United States a more for- 
midable competitor than ever before 
not only as regards international com- 
merce but also as regards the position 
of London as the centre of interna- 
tional banking. He had no doubt that 
commerce would be stimulated and 
British trade with the United States 
increased to the advantage of both 
nations. 

So far, said Sir Felix, the hopes 
| founded on this expectation had not 
perhaps been completely fulfiiled, but 
the effect of such measures always 
required time to make itself felt. He 
saw a new era dawning for the 
United States.

Stocks Advance Sharply on Success 
of $51,000,000 State Bond Issue. 


The striking success of the State's of- 
fering of the greatest issue of bonds in 
its history was reflected in heavy buy- 
ing of securities on the Stock Exchange. 
It was felt in investment quarters that 
the high prices offered for the $51,000,- 
000 bonds and the great number of bids

other bond experts believed the bonds 
were worth. 

The market on the Curb advanced 
sharply when the Kuhn, Loeb-Read bid 
Was announced on the news tickers.

Coroners Jerome 
Healy and William J. Flynn then began 
an investigation. On the table in the 
bedroom they found the note left iby 
Stierheim. This was addressed to Dr. 
Sigmund Deutsch of 8337 East Elighty- 
seventh Street, a brother of Mrs. Stier- 
heim, and translated it read: 

Jan. 19, 1914. 

My Dear Doctor: In the first place we 
beg you to excuse us to the whole family. 
We have considered the matter carefully, 
but under the present conditions as it is 
now it cannot go further, since I and 
Josephine have to suffer all this we will 
both becoine Insane. You will find in the 
bureau in the black pocketbook $165 in 
cash to cover the incidental costs. I beg 

you not to make any particular ceremony 

with us, but it is our wish that we be 
cremated. You will find two bank books, 
one for $743.98 and the second for $332.29. 

Draw the money and use it for any further 

expenses you may have to make. From the 

Louls Kossuth Lodge you will receive $250.

LONDON, Thursday, Jan. 22.— With 
reference to the New York reports of 
an alleged struggle between Cowdray 
and Standard Oil interests for control 
of the Peruvian oil fields, Lord Mur- 
ray of Elibank has furnished to The 
Daily Mail the following statement: 

“ Being myself unable to go to Peru 
to see President Billinghurst, as I had 
to return to England, before leaving 
Panama I sent, to negotiate on certain 
lines I had laid down, Robert Ander- 
son, one of the principal officials of 
S. Pearson & Son. Under my instruc- 
tions Mr. Anderson recently conducted 
negotiations with the Government of 
Costa Rica, where the Pearson con- 
tract was defeated in Congress by a 
narrow majority of three votes. It 
was freely stated at the time that the 
reason for the small adverse majority 
was the fear on the part of certain 
Costa Rican Deputies that the grant- 
ing of a contract to a British firm 
might not be agreeably regarded in 
Washington and might prejudice them 
in the settlement of their boundary 
dispute with the neighboring Repub- 
lic of Panama. 

“As for the suggestion of a section 
of the American press that American 
national interests were prejudiced by 
the action of Pearson & Son and other 
British firms, I can say that in cer- 
tain quarters in the United States 
there has been a feeling of discomfort 
in this respect. There is, however, 
every reason to believe that it is now 
appreciated at Washington that the 
contracts I recently negotiated and 
signed with the Governments of 
Colombia, Ecuador, and Costa Rica. 
not being monopolies, are not inimical 
to the United States. 

“When I was recently in the 
United States I met many prominent 
business men, who expressed the hope 
that large Brtish houses would co- 
operate in developing the South and 
Central American republics in the

MILLIONS IN RECEIVER SUIT. | 


Stockholder Attacks Ferguson-Mc- 
Kinney Dry Goods Company. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ST. LOUIS, Jan. 21.—Charging a jug- 
gling of accounts involving several mill- 
|ion dollars, suit was filed in the United 
States Court here to-day asking for a 
receiver for the Ferguson-McKinney 
Dry Goods Company, now the Carleton- 
Ferguson Company, and two New York 
concerns. The defendants operate a 
chain of stores over the country. In 
Oklahoma, Arkansas, and Texas they 
are known as the Burton Peel concerns; 
in Kansas City the Swafford Brothers’ 
Dry Goods Company, in Louisville the 
Graffmann, Hechy & Cross Company, 
and in Los Angeles the Steele, Walker 
Dry Goods Company. The plaintiff is 
| Eneas J. McCurdy, a stockholder of 
Osage County, Okla. 

Forrest and Wynn Ferguson, Direc- 
tors, ‘‘ pretended ” to organize the Wynn 
Manufacturing Company in New York 
in May, 1901, McCurdy alleges, and 
Wynn Ferguson was placed in charge 
of it. According to MsCurdy, the name 
was changed later to the Trenton Mills . .

Mayor Mitchel and George McAneny, 
President the Board of Aldermen, 
made much adverse criticism yesterday 
of the new Municipal Building, which | 
has cost $15,000,000, and still is far from 
completion, although a number of city 
departments have moved into it. The 
Mayor said that the building 
planned badly in the first place and that 
Space had been wasted. 

The matter came up at a meeting of | 
the Sinking Fund Commissioners, when 
Travis H. Whitney, secretary of the 
Public Service Commission, told of an | 
offer which the commission had received | 
through Joseph P. Day for a plot at 
Canal and Centre Streets, which it ac- 
quired in the course of the construction 
of the loop subway. It now has been 
asked to sell this parcel to certain pur- 
chasers, who would then construct a 
building with at least 100,000 square feet 
of space, and would rent it to the com- 
mission at 80 cents a foot, plus the in- 
terest on whatever is paid for the land 
in excess of its present upset price uf | 
$127,000. 

This matter has been under considera- 
tion by the commission for some time. 
The Commissioners have found it ex- 
tremely difficult in the ordinary office 
building to obtain the necessary light 
for their draughtsmen and engineers. 

Two floors in the new municipal build- 
ing have been set aside for the Public 
Commission. Mr. Whitney in 
that another arrangement be 
made said that while there was more 
floor space than in _ the Commission's 
present quarters in The Tribune Build- 
ing, the space was arranged so badly 
that there actually was less room.

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Duty on Artificial Aigrettes. 


The action of the Board of United 
States General Appraisers yesterday in 
affirming the local customs authorities 
in the assessment of a high duty on 
artificial aigrettes imported under the 
old tariff was regarded by importers as 
a probable forerunner of similar class- | 
ification under the new law. 

The Judkins & McCormick Co., of this | 
city, imported artificial aigrettes of 
horse hair and millinery ornaments in 
the form of aigrettes made of spun 
glass. Collector Malone classified the 
articles as artificial or ornamental feath- 
ers under paragraph 438 of the act of 
1909, and exacted duty at the rate of 
60 per cent. ad valorem. The firm went 
before the board with the claim that the 
glass aigrettes are properly dutiable at 
45 per cent. under paragraph 109, as 
manufactures of glass, while the 
aigrettes of horse hair were alleged 
dutiable under paragraph 135 at not less 
than 40 per cent. ad valorem. 

The testimony was that the horse hair 
aigrettes are worn on women's hats, 
while the glass ornaments are for the 
adornment of the hair. Judge McChel- 
land held that based on the record be- 
fore him the articles were properly as- 
sessed. The protest was accordingly 
overruled. In view of the new tariffs 
prohibition against the importation of 
natural aigrettes, importers are antici- 
pating a heavy demand for artificial 
éubstitutes. 
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2-Cent Train Fare Law Invalid.

Forecast for 1914 Building. 


Nineteen hundred and thirteen has 
been a satisfactory year in the building 
field, but 1914 is to be much better, ac- 
cording to confidential reports from rep- 
resentative contractors and builders in 
every section of the United States and 
Canada collected by the publishers of 
The American Carpenter and Builder in 
its recent investigation or census of sub- 
scribers. Great optimism prevails among 
builders in practically every part of the 
country. Throughout New York, Penh 
Sylvania, the upper Mississippi Valley 
and the Pacific Coast States the outlook 
is especially bright. 

In all of the North Central States 
without exception, builders expect betier 
business. In the North Atlantic States, 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
and Vermont, builders predict an in- 
crease, while in Maine, Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire, and Rhode Island nor- 
mal conditions are expected. Connecti- 
cut builders are dubious or too conserva- 
tive to say one way or another. 

In the South Atlantic States, 
Maryland, North Carolina, and West 
Virginia, builders predict an increase. 
Construction work in Virginia will aver- 
age aboyt the same. A decrease is ex- 
pected in Delaware, while in Georgia 
and South Carolina present prospects do 
not warrant any predictions as to the 
future. Reports from the South Centrat 
States are encouraging. Alabama, Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana, Mississippi, Okla 
homa, and Tennessee look forward to 
substantial gains over Jast year. Ar- 
kansas will have normal business. 

The Western States are very optimis- 
tic; all except Washington, New Mexico, 
and Nevada report much better pros- 
pects. The Canadians also are confi- 
dent of the future, the majority of re- 
ports from every province predicting an 
increase in 1914 over last vear. 

It seems entirely reasonable that the 
local contractor and builder has his work 
for the coming year pretty well gauged 
by this time. Thus, after making all al- 
lowances for overconfidence and enthu- 
Siasm, these reports augur well for a 
busy building season this year.

The drugs might then be distributed to 
doctors and chemists, who would be 
held accountable for every ounce they 
sold. Dr, Campbell was also in favor 
of the isolation of drug victims. 

“The use of drugs is responsible for 
a terrible state of affairs in this city,’’ 
Dr. Campbell said. ‘To-night there 
are at least 15,000 cocaine and morphine 
victims in New York City. One-third 
of the crimes may be traced to a stat 
of mind and body produced by the use } 
of cocaine and morphine. Forty per 
cent. of htose now confined in the Tombs 
@re habitual users of cocaine. Only on 
of three of hte persons arrested for drug | 
gales is held and only 50 per cent. of 
those persons are convicted.’’ J 

The New York State Pharmaceutical 
Association, whose membership includes 
40,000 New York druggists, will take up 
at its next convention, soon to be held 
in Madison Square Garden, resolutions 
offering to Mrs. Vanderbilt the assist- 
ance of the association and its allied 
organizations. The resolution will be 
offered by Dr. William C. Anderson of 
the Brooklyn College of Pharmacy. 
“Investigation shows that it is 
the retail druggist who distributes 
bulk of cocaine and hero‘n to the 
fiends,”’ said Dr. Anderson last 
* Our association has investigated a few 
eases of the other sort and aided in 
sending the guilty druggists to prison. 
But the great part of the traffic is car- 
ried on by special agents dealing from 
State to State, an evil that only action 
by the national Government can correct. 

“What must be done before the traf- 
fic in these deadly, habit-forming drugs 
is reduced to a minimum is to obtain 
national legislation affecting the traffic 
in all States. Our State laws as to 
cocaine are as stringent as possible, | 
but the drug is freely bought across the 
river in New Jersey and carried over 1n | 
the pockets of the men who make it} 
their business “to sell it to the - 
tunate victims of its usage.”’

The detéctives took her to the studio 
address she gave and there she pointed 
out a man as the one who had taken 
her there last Spring. He gave his 
name as Andrew Arnold and said the 
studio was his. The girl had spoken 
also of a young man who had abetted 
him on that day and just as Arnold 
was arrested, she spied a man who 
Was sneaking down the back stairs. 
There was a scramble, a rush, and a 
chase of a block, after which Detec- |} 
tive Fitzgibbon came back with a 
prisoner—one who called himself Leo 
Kirschner of 78 East Ninety-eighth 
Street. Both men are held to face 
serious charges; Arnold in the Mor- 
risania Court to-morrow afternoon, the 
younger man in Harlem Court this 
morning. 

The detectives report that in Arnold's 
studio they found a number of improper 
photographs which they promptly con- 
fiscated.
